The human machine, especially when It Is brand 


new, requires a particular kind of fuel, pure high 
grade fuel, for satisfactory working..but contrary to 
a popular notion It requires no oil at all. Unlike the 
flivver, the- human machine Is automatic in lubrica- 
tion. To the average unprofessional nurse or social

Many would have died 
of loneliness in such a region miles 
from tho 
railroad, 
surrounded by 


sagebush and sand. But Mary Aus- 
tin first found herself in. tho desert 
and turned the experience to account. 
, Her experience is another answer, 
if answer were needed", to the advice 
somtimes given by editors and pub- 
lishers- to young writers to -go to 
New York and live In the atmosphere 
of a "literary center." Such advice, 
if It had been followed by Mary Aus- 
tin, wou'd have been fatal. It might 
have converted her into a convention; 
al writer and it is possible that that 
atmosphere would have taught fier 
to write stuff that was more readily 
saleable, but it would not have taught 
her to write stuff that has an indi- 
vidual note. 


The book that first brought her 


into public notice was "The Land of 
Little Rain" and this has been follow- 
ed during the last twenty years or 
more by a considerable list of books— 
novels, essays, poems, plays—most of 
them with the life of the desert in 
them and obvious inspired by the des- 
ert. 


JESUS A CHARACTER 


This is shown In a curious way in 


her biographical work. "Tho Man Je- 
sus." 
On' the face of it, taking the 


title only, that book would seem to 
be so far away from the American 
desert in space and time that there 
could be no connection. But the con- -i 
nection is very close. Mrs. Austin re- 
garded Jesus as a desert dweller and 
her love of the desert obviously In- 
spired tho book. This particular book 
about Jesus could not have been writ- 
ten by anyone who was not closely 
en rapport with the life and spirit 
of the desert and its claim to atten- 
tion lies in that fact. 


So far as I know Mary Austin has 


never achieved a. "best seller" and it 
is extremely unlikely that she ever 
will. Her intellect seems to get th» 
way of that quality of Imagination 
that makes for popularity and that Ifl 
needed to attract the crowd. She is 
one of the brainiest, women in Ameri- 
ca. She has plenty of imagination but 
for the most part her appeal is to 
the intellect, and *.hc- audience of such 
a writer isV necessvrily limited. 


Her method of storing Impressions 


for her work is inieresting. For two 
or three months ~, year she" puts the 
cover on her typewriter and usually 
assumes another name. Then she goes 
somewhere away from her usual life 
and takes work as far removed from 
her usual work t>f possible. Some- 
times sho spends th» time on the 
East Side in Mew York, sometimes 
in a remote Indian village, some- 
times on a farm. She does not do this 
with notebook in 
hand, artificially 


gathering impressions, but uses this 
means of touching life intimately." 
It may or "may not result directly In 
literature but it adds to the richness 
of her nature and that^ is Inevitably 
reflected in her v/ork.

TROLLING 


The angler who doesn't know how 


to cast usually "takes his fighters" 
via the trolling route and one will 
usually find him working in between 
or over the sand bars, especially on 
a cloudy day or just before a rain. 
His favorite lure usually is a .No. 3 
spoon and sometimes the larger size, 
but very seldom larger than a Xo. 5 
unless he is out after a musky. 


Small spoons have been the most 


successful in trolling use especially 
during the month of September when 
the big ones are hieing to the deep 
waters of a lake or stream. 


Trolling for the pike or "wall eye" 


is generally more successful if a strip 
of pork rind Is added to the hook so 
as "to give it a little tail that will do 
most, of the attracting and wriggling 
and is somewhat of a come on for the 
deep water fighter—the walleyed or 
perch pike. To successfully troll for 
pike one should let out at least 100 
or more feet of line and keep the boat 
moving at a snail's pace. 
Rowing 


back and forth over the sandbars or 
along the bar usually brings results.
